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Construction valuation in Si¬ 
erra Madre for the second quar¬ 
ter of 1954 and the total for 
the year to date are consider¬ 
ably under tho.se for the same 
periods a year ago. according 
to permits i.ssued by City Build¬ 
ing Inspector William R. Lees. 
However, he expects an up¬ 
swing within the next few 
months with construction of 
new bank and library buildings 
and possibly two new subdi¬ 
visions scheduled for this sum¬ 
mer. 

Permits issued in April, May 
and June of this year covered 
construction valued at $254,361, 
bringing the 19.54 total through 
June to $658,803.

Phone Co. to 
Change CU 
Prefixes 


If you hear the rumor that 
the familiar CUster prefix is to 
be changed soon, don’t deny it 
—it is true—only the time ele¬ 
ment is wrong! 

According to a statement 
made by Ralph Dutro, district 
manager of the California Wa¬ 
ter and Telephone company, 
the change will become effec¬ 
tive a year and a half from now 
with the December, 1955, issue 
of the telephone directory. The 
prefix change is necessary in 
order to tie the telephone num¬ 
bers for this area into the na¬ 
tionwide toil dialing system. 

The new prefix, just one for 
all the present CUster 5-num¬ 
bers, will be announced shortly 
after the first of the year, in 
sufficient time to permit its use 
for Christmas, 1955. The last 
four digits of present phone 
numbers here will be un¬ 
changed, according to Dutro. 

New Toll Ticketing 

He also reports that the Cali¬ 
fornia Water and Telephone 
company is now in the process 
ol installing Strowger automa¬ 
tic toll ticketing equipment in 
the Sierra Madre central office, 
128 N. Baldwin, at a cost of 
$400,000. Early in September of 
this year, CUster subscribers 
will be able to dial 76 addi¬ 
tional prefixes without operator 
assistance, just as they now 
dial CU, DO, EL and SY num¬ 
bers, but will be billed as unit 
charges. The additional L. A. 
metropolitan area prefixes 
which can then be dialed from 
local phones will range from 
ADams to YOrk. 

Although the new director 
system will not permit dialing 
the above prefixes until around 
Sept. 1, Dutro explains that cer¬ 
tain new procedures in dialing 
should be observed now. 

For Best Results . . . 

If dialing is not started with¬ 
in 15 seconds after the dial tone 
has been received, the call will 
be released and the busy tone 
returned to the subscriber. If 
the first three digits have not 
been dialed within 30 seconds, 
the same procedure will be fol¬ 
lowed. 

Therefore, Dutro advises, be 
sure you know what telephone 
number you want to dial BE¬ 
FORE you raise your receiver, 
then start dialing as soon as 
you hear the dial tone.

Relocation of Two 
Distribution Lines 
Contemplated by City 

City Administrator Lawrence 
C. Bevington reports that ne¬ 
gotiations are underway at 
present with the Los Angeles 
District, Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers, regarding re-location of 
main distribution lines out of 
Sierra Madre’s Auburn Street 
reservoir and of a four-inch 
main in Bailey canyon. 

Necessitated by the imminent 
construction of flood control in¬ 
stallations in both canyons by 
the engineers, the re-location, 
costs will be borne by the Army 
engineers, according to Beving¬ 
ton, with the exception of the 
cost of a larger size pipe. 

It is contemplated replacing 
the present 10-lnch line out of 
Auburn with a 12-lnch line for 
a length of approximately 1050 
feet. The increased size is in 
consideration of the future 
needs of the area. Relocation 
in Bailey canyon will be of ap¬ 
proximately 300 feet of four- 
inch pipeline.

ISN'T ONE WIFE ENOUGH— 

by Kimball Y'oung. In spite of 
its jaunty title this is a socio¬ 
logical study of the institution 
of plural marriages among the 
Mormons. It is full of detailed 
information, how it began, how 
extensive it was, how people 
both within and without the 
community felt about it and 
how it was eradicated. It re¬ 
lates the Short Creek, Arizona, 
affair of last year. Author 
Young is the grandson of Brig¬ 
ham Young and an outstanding 
socioiogist and a competent 
person to write on the subject. 

LONDON AFTER DARK is by 
the ex-detective superintendent 
of Scotland Yard, Robert Fa¬ 
bian. It is an intimate record 
of night life in London includ¬ 
ing a collection of crime stories 
from the case-book of the au¬ 
thor. Detective fiction is no 
more exciting nor fantastic 
than the stories of night clubs, 
dope traffic, child gangs and 
pubs. The most interesting 
thing is the account of the dan¬ 
gerous societies that fiourish in 
the underworld of the big city. 

POWER AND THE PRIZE by 
Howard Swiggett is a novel of 
big business. It describes the 
negotiations between an Amer¬ 
ican and a British combine for 
the controi and capitalization 
of an important new metal¬ 
lurgical process with mining 
rights. Within this is told a 
strange but convincing love 
story interwoven with a bitter 
personal struggle between the 
powerful but unscrupulous old 
boss and his determined more 
human vice-president.

grace were proper punishments 
for those who were tainted with 
sympathy for those he was per¬ 
secuting, no matter how loyally 
they were serving their country. 

The result was that many of his 
country’s greatest scientists, 
doctors, educators and think¬ 
ers fled to other countries. Not 
only was Germany deprived of 
their brains but without the 
counter-balance of their hu 
manitarianism and clearer vis¬ 
ion, Hitler’s madness grew' un¬ 
checked and brought destruc¬ 
tion on him and ruin on his 
country. 

I think many persons in our 
country are nearer to that kind 
of zealotry than they realize. 

Take the case of Dr. Robert 
Oppenheimer. Many years ago 
he took some interest in Com¬ 
munistic theories but soon dis¬ 
carded them. He is credited 
with doing more than anyone 
else in creating the atomic 
bomb. After that bomb destroy¬ 
ed Hiroshima and Nagasaki, he 
shrank from the thought of cre¬ 
ating the H-bomb on humani¬ 
tarian grounds—it might de¬ 
stroy hundreds of thousands of 
innocent men, women and chil¬ 
dren with a single blast. But 
when the Atomic Energy Com¬ 
mission decided to go ahead 
with it, he loyally got busy to 
help create it. There is no evi¬ 
dence that this great scientist 
ever committed any disloyal 
act. I think our country is les¬ 
sening its own potential by los¬ 
ing his services. Wouldn’t we 
feel foolish if he went to some 
other country and enabled it 


Last Sunday’s Los Angeles 
Times featured a splendid ar¬ 
ticle on the aims and purposes 
of Unesco. It contained infor¬ 
mation all of us should have. 
Yet as I read it I wondered 
how many school teachers in 
Los Angeles County would have 
dared say things half as friend¬ 
ly too Unesco to their pupils. 
With the shortage of teachers 
an acute problem, many col¬ 
lege students in this state who 
were thinking of becoming 
teachers have changed their 
minds because of the fear that 
they might get jobs under 
some fanatical board of edu¬ 
cation which might unjustly 
suspect them if .some disgrun¬ 
tled pupil went home and made 
a slurring remark. 

Certainly we don’t w'ant any¬ 
one teaching err inspiring dis¬ 
loyalty in our schools, but the 
super-zealots who are making 
teachers fearful of even men¬ 
tioning anything controversial 
are partly responsible for the 
teacher shortage, and are doing 
our children harm. As I said 
once before, every zealot is a 
potential Torqueniada.

Survey Findings 

The Commission on Chronic 
Illness recently reported the 
findings of a survey done in 
Bartlett, Texas, where the water 
contained fluorine in the 
amount of 8 p.p.m.

YOUR BAT AND STANCE 


One of baseball’s greatest t 
problems—from the playing r 
standpoint—is the develop- c 
mont of a batter. Some club I 
owmers and managers cling s 
to the belief that a “great bat¬ 
ter is born.’’ In other words, j 
nature has supplied the play- ^ 
er with the natural ability for ^ 
the art in batting. c 

Others believe that it is 1 
possible for the individual 1 
player to develop himself in- 
, to a great batter, after he has ^ 
gone through the preliminary j 
1 course of learning the rough ■ 
technique of swinging a bat ^ 
at a pitched ball. , 

j I doubt that a “great bat- , 
ter is born.” In my case, I , 
I can say my batting ability , 
was accomplished entirely ■ 
through confidence, constant , 
practice, and a personal de¬ 
sire to excel in a profesision 
that brings rich dividends. 

There are probably more 
hazards to overcome in de¬ 
veloping the art of batting 
than in any other department ■ 
of baseball. 

The young baseball pros¬ 
pect is advised that it is pos¬ 
sible for him to become a 
smart, tricky batter, a long¬ 
distance batter, and a batter 
who will make his mark in 
the game if he will concen¬ 
trate on correcting his faults, 
overcome his weaknesses, 
study every word of these in¬ 
structions and practice bat¬ 
ting at every opportunity that 
he gets. 

Realizing that the value of 
a ball player is usually placed 
on his batting skill, every 
phase of batting is covered in 
the instructions herewith. 

Pick Your Own Type of Bat 
The ball bounds oft' the bat 
when it becomes a' base hit. 
Therefore the type of bat to | 
be selected is very important. 
One style of bat will be fa¬ 
vored by one player, a differ¬ 
ent model by another player. 

Adopt the bat that feels 
free and easy in the grip of 
your hands. You may prefer 
a heavy bat, or a light one. A 
long one, or a short one. A bat 
that is thin at the handle with 
a majority of the weight in 
the middle. 

Anyway, pick your own 
bat. It may require some time 
for you to decide on the prop¬ 
er type, but you will find one 
eventually. 

! Have Confidence in Yourself. 


to enter the batter’s box, the 
next important step is to ac¬ 
quire confidence in yourself. 
Never fear a pitcher or any 
style of pitched ball. 

Base hits, including home 
runs, have been made on a 
slow curve, a wide-breaking 
curve, a fast ball, a change 
of pace, a knuckle ball, and, 
in fact, everything that has 
been thrown by a pitcher. 

The first advice is to ac¬ 
quire the needed confidence. 
Never become gun-shy—that 
is, fearing a pitch that may be 
close to the head. It is easy 
to avoid being hit by a fast 
one on the inside, and if the 
pitcher continues to pitch 
around the head, the batter 
will eventually draw a base 
on balls. 

The pitcher must pitch to 
the strike zone—over the 
plate that is 17 inches wide 
and within the space between 
the batter’s armpits and the 
top of his knees. 

The pitcher, of course, is 
trying to fool the batter to 
prevent him from getting a 
base hit. 

On the other hand, the bat¬ 
ter is at his position in the 
batter’s box trying to solve 
the particular pitched ball 
for a base hit. 

Confidence is far more than 
half the battle—remember 
this the moment you enter 
the batter’s box. 

Position in Batter’s Box 
Before the batter takes his 
first swing at a pitched ball he 
must find a position in the 
batter’s box. The size of this 
space is six feet in length and 
four feet in width. Any spot in 
; this area may be occupied by 
. the batter. 

' The batter is advised to se¬ 
lect his own position. He may 
get good results while stand¬ 
ing close to the front line in 
the middle of the batter’s box. 
He may find that he is not 
getting his share of base hits 
^ from this position. In that 
^ case, start moving around. 
^ You may get the range of the 
1 pitched ball from the rear 
1 line in the far corner, or by 
changing to the front part of 
1 the batter’s box. 

No definite rule covers this 
■ end of batting—the exact po- 
^ sition in the batter’s box. 

The player will solve this 
f problem for himself.

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nutrient deficiencies within the 
soil. 

Viewing the reverse side of 
the coin, soil itself has two 
main functions in regard to 
plant life. First—the storing of 
available water; and, second, 
it Is a source of supply for 
nutrient materials needed by 
plants. 

Nothing 'Sure Fire' 

While there is no sure-fire 
way of making “poor soil” Into 
“good soil,” the use of condi¬ 
tioners on hard clay type soils 
and proper fertilizers on nutri¬ 
ent deficient soils can greatly 
Improve workability and physi¬ 
cal properties. 

Nurseryman state that there 
are now chemical soil condi¬ 
tioners on the market that will 
definitely aid in changing clay- 
type soil structure into loose, 
porous soil that will have good 
penetration, moisture holding 
capacity, and permit air to 
reach down into the ground so 
that oxygen, nitrogen and other 
plant food elements can stimu¬ 
late plant growth. Frequently 
good yields of flowers and veg¬ 
etables can be obtained from 
soils previously considered use¬ 
less, by Judicious use of such 
preparations—followed by ap¬ 
plications of fertilizer. 

Experience o Guide 

The home gardener should be 
guided by his own experience, 
coupled with the professional 
knowledge of his nurseryman 
in the choice of a fertilizer. 
Many preparations are on the 
market in granular and other 
former that will furnish nitro¬ 
gen—frequently deficient in 
California soil s—phosphorus 
and potassium in one applica¬ 
tion. While these are under 
various trade names, their con¬ 
tent will be Indicated on the 
package in numerals. For ex¬ 
ample, “11-8-4.” The first fig¬ 
ure gives the percent of nitro¬ 
gen. The second, phosphorous 
content—expressed as a percent 
of phosphoric acid, and the 
third indicates potassium—ex¬ 
pressed as percent of potash. 

In general, manure is an ex¬ 
cellent fertilizer for gardens, 
because it improrves friability 
of the soil and supplies plant 
nutrients as well. The greatest 
value is obtained after only 
short-time storage. The best 
way to apply manure is to 
spade it weU into the soil prior 
to making the seed bed. The 
more concentrated manures are 
particularly valuable as side 
dresings. As a rule, it must be 
kept from direct contact with 
plant roots to avoid burning 
them.

City Cets $31,712 
*ln Lieu* Taxes 
Collected by State 


GROUND OBSERVER 
CORPS SEEKS MORE 
VOLUNTEERS HERE 


The Sierra Madre City treas¬ 
ury was augmented to the ex¬ 
tent of $31,712.60, State Con¬ 
troller Robert C. Kirkwood an¬ 
nounced this week on comple¬ 
tion of the distribution of the 
motor vehicle license fee reve¬ 
nue collected by the State. 

The total of $67,044,696 going 
to California cities and counties 
represented for the most part 
collections made by the State 
during the 1954 license renewal 
period. That portion of the tax 
allocated to cities and counties 
is popularly known as the “in 
lieu” tax collected by the State 
in lieu of payment of personal 
taxes on motor vehicles to 
cities and counties. 

California cities received a 
total of $33,522,348. A like 
amount wont to the counties, 
with Los Angelos County re¬ 
ceiving $13, 146,737. 

The funds are distributed on 
a per capita basis (Sierra Ma¬ 
dre population figure of 7,769 
used), with the rate for cities 
slightly over $4.08 and that for 
counties slightly over $3.16 per 
person. 

Kirkwood said the appropri¬ 
ation reflects an increase of 
$7,236,019 or 12 percent over 
the distribution of June, 1953.
